0O often the “tocsin of the 
soul” invites ‘us to the “tox- 
in” of the stomach. The pure 
food laws protect us in a great 
measure from poisonous fvods, but 
they do not prevent us from manufac- 
turing “toxins” or poisons in our own 
systems by our habits of eating. 

It will be many long years before 
the last word has been said ov dietet- 
ics, the vegetariuns, nutarians, fruita- 
rians, long chewers and short chewers 
to the contrary notwithstanding. Nev- 
ertheless a few general principles to 
which the everyday man may bold 
fast are pretty well established. 

Ib trying to feed rationally it is well, 
as in other. lines of effort, to have 
some ideal or standard, and so before 
considering the relative value of foods 
it is necessary to have a definite idea 
of what really constitutes a food. A 
food may be defined as a substance 
that— 

First—Is digestible and nonpoison- 
ous. 


Second.—Furnishes energy or build- | 


ing materia! to the body. 


Varieties of Food. 

Foods are divided chemically into 
two great classes, nitrogenous and 
non-nitrogenous, 

The most important nitrogenous ele 
ments are known as proteids, of which

low. Food eaten in this fashion is 
more pleasing to the palate, and that 
itself ts stimulating to all the digestive 
functions. 

Stomach Digestion, 

The stomach enzyme is “pepsin.” 
which converts proteids into soluble 
substances called peptones, The diges- 
tion of starchy foods is checked in the 
stomach by the hydrochloric acid of 
the gastric juice, but the starch diges- 
tion is resumed in the small intestine. 


Intestinal Digestion. 

Here it is acted upon by several 
enzymes, which complete starch digee- 
tion and also convert ordinary cane 
sugar into grape sugar. 

Proteid digestion also proceeds in 
the intestines, and fats are digested 
ahd emulsified so that they can be ab- 
sorbed. 

As previously stated, a)! these food 
elements are required either for en- 
ergy, building material, storage or to 
carry on the chemical and physical 
exchanges in the tissues. During these 
processes the food elements are broken 
up and many of them literally burned 
or oxidized, just as a candle burns, 
with the formation of carbon dioxide 
and water. 

A great deal of scientific experiment 
is being conducted to accurately deter- 
mine the most satisfactory dietary for 


man. The subject is too complex to be 


minutely discissed in this paper, and 


such discussion would only confuse | 


without benefiting the average man. 
We may trust science to solve this 
problem as it has solved others and 


| in the meantime enjoy our meals with- 
| out worrying about them so long as we 
avoid some of the more prominent 
| dietetic errors,

iar feature is that the initial seat of 
| the phenomenon is not in the eye, but 
in the ear. This is a recognized 
| physiological fact that has been dem- 
onstrated by the best eye specialists. 
The sense of jocality, the sense of 
space, to which man owes his power 
| to stand alone, to walk straight, to 
| look straight forward or in any chos- 
en direction, the sense which regulates 
his attitudes and cé-ordinates his ges- 
} tures, is seated in the semicircular 
| canals of the internal ear. When a

The folly of trying t# live on any 
one particular kind of fod will be ap- 
parent to any ove wo failiarizes 
bimself with the constitution of the 
body and its needs, 
required for building material and en- 
ergy, the carbohydrates and fats for 
storage und energy and the salts and 
mineral elemenuts for building pur- 
poses and to assist fa the chemical 
Processes and exchanges going ou in 
the body. 

What ts Digestion? 

Digestion is the ptocess of trans- 
forming food elements into substances 
that can be absorbed into the blood 
through tbe walls of the digestive 
tract. If the digestive functions are 
paralyzed food taken into the stumach 
acts simply as u fvreign body and 
causes irritation and Gually, by its de 
composition, poisyning. 

The digestive processes are carried 
on by substances whose exact form 
and constitution are tinkoown, termed 
enzymes, or ferments. 

But digestion dues aot begin in the 
stomach. The saliva contains a very 
important enzyme, ptyalin, which con- 
verts starch into malt sugar. The im- 
portance of thoroughly chewing alli 
starch foods, such as cereals, vegeta- 
bies, bread, pastry, potatoes, etc., will 
at once be apparent. 

“Counting your chews,” however, is 
mot advised. The act of chewing 
should be natural and subconscious, 
If the attention is directed too closely 
to the mechanical ect of chewing or, 
in fact, if the mind dwells too tntently 
op the subject of dizestion the normal 
functiond are retarved. Count your 
chews some time and note if your 
jaws do not ache by,the time you 
reach the twentieth. Count your steps 
ip walking and note whether your 
imbs do not quickly tire, 

If the interna! activities of our bod- 
fes could be seen in their entirety, 
even for a few brief moments, it is 
probable that an unutterable weariness 
would oppress and stifie us.

The Measure of Food Energy. 


It seems bardly proper to close this | 


article witbout a reference to tbe fa- 
mous “calorie.” This is the amount of 
heat required to raise one liter of 
water 1 degree centigrade, It ts the 
unit of food energy and is used in 
stating the amount of heat any partic 
ular food will give when burned. 

According to authorities Who are not 
extremists, a man weighing 155 
pounds, moderately active, requires 
about 2.800 calories. This would be 
represented by the following: 

Bread, one pound; meat, four ounces; 
egg, four ounces ‘two smal) ones); 
cheese, two ounces; 
pound; butter or fat, two ounces; milk, 
one-quarter pint; sugar, one-half ounce; 
tea, coffee.
